NEW FRAGMENTS OF THE BUDDHANAMASUTRA 


Two complete folios of a manuscript of the Buddhanamasiitra 
have already been edited by A.F.R. Hoernle' who, however, could 
not identify them. In 1984 G.M.Bongard-Levin and M.I.Vorob’éva- 
Desjatovskaja’ edited four fragments of the manuscript SI P/70 from 
the Petrovsky collection (St. Petersburg). In 1987° these fragments 


'“Three further Collections of Ancient Manuscripts from Central Asia", in 
JASB, 1897, pp. 231-233. They belong to the Godfrey manuscripts and are 
described on p. 227: "The first set consists of long oblong leaves measuring IIx2 1/2 
inches. Two of these leaves are shown on Plates VIII and IX. There is a third leaf of 
this set which is nearly perfect. Besides, there are two small fragments. The total is 
five pieces of manuscript.... " The find-spot is given on p. 226 according to a letter 
of S.H. Godfrey as "near some old buried city in the vicinity of Kuchar". A.F.R. 
Hoernle ("A Report on the British Collection of Antiquities from Central Asia. Part 
Il", in JASB, Extra-Number 1 (1901), 1902, p. 17 [no. 3]) corrected himself: 
"Described (not quite correctly) and figured in [...]. A mere fragment of the book, 
only two complete leaves, and two small pieces of a third, surviving." On pp. 17 and 
31 he supposed that the manuscript was found at Dandan-uiliq. I could trace these 
fragments in the British Library (Oriental and India Office Collections), London. 
They are put between panes of glass with the signature Brit. Mus. Or. 6403 B (1). 
The first leaf is folio 9 (with the sigle G 7), the second leaf is folio 11 (with the sigle 
G 1), and the two fragments (without sigle) are parts of folio 10.

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could be identified as belonging to the "Buddhanamasiitra" and were 
edited again together with the fragment SI L/2 from the Lavrov 
collection (St. Petersburg), which was supposed to belong to the 
same manuscript. The Buddhanamasiitra has been translated into 
Tibetan with the title "Saris rgyas kyi mtshan Ina ston bzi brgya Ina 
beu rtsa gsum pa" (Buddhanamasahasrapaficasatacaturtripaficadaga)* 
and into Chinese with the title "Wuqianwibai foéming shénzhou 
chfizhang miezti jing". O. von Hintiber® has dealt again with the 
fragments SI P/70, SI L/2 and Godfrey fol. II. In his opinion the 
fragment SI L/2, which has no counterpart in the Tibetan translation, 
does not belong to the manuscript SI P/70. He refers to a list of 
Tathagata names in the Gandavyihasiitra (Gv 256.6-259.19), in 
which almost all the names of the Sanskrit Buddhanamasiitra occur. 
The fragments SI P/70 and SI_L/2 have been edited again in 1990 
(BB 34, pp. 278-292) together with some new fragments of the 
Petrovsky collection: SI P/60 (one fragment), SI P/61 (three 
fragments), and SI P/7la (one fragment). On the basis of this 
publication O. von Hiniiber’ reconstructed the Sanskrit text of the 
Buddhanamasitra as far as the folios in the Petrovsky collection and 
in the Hoernle collection were concerned. In 1994 I was able to trace 
the two fragments of folio 10 of the Godfrey MS., mentioned in note 
1 above, and to identify the fragment Hoernle 143 S.A. 14 (S.A'Y 4) 
as belonging to the Buddhanamasittra®.

The main results of the new fragments edited here are as 
follows: 1. Some hitherto unknown parts of the Sanskrit text of the 
Buddhanamasiitra can be recovered. 2. The find-spot of the fragment 
SI P/60 of the Petrovsky collection as well as the fragment Crosby 
84/85 + 170/171 of the Crosby collection can be determined by 


SUNDERMANN, INGRID WARNKE and PETER ZIEME, Berlin, 1996 (Berichte und 
Abhandlungen, Sonderband 1), pp. 392-396. In this context the fragment Hoernle 
143 S.A. 8 was also edited, which, similar to the fragment SI L/2, contains 
Tathagata names with d/dranis. The textual portions of both fragments, however, 
have no counterpart in the Tibetan or Chinese translation of the Buddhanamasitra.

At the moment the remaining five fragments cannot be assigned 

definitely to one of these eight MSS. The script of all fragments 

edited here is a variant on the Southern Turkestan Brahmi".

The fragment was excavated in Dandan-uiliq at shrine D. iv 
during the first expedition of M.A. Stein and is the missing right part 
of the folio SI P/60™. He stayed in Dandan-uiliq from the 18th of 
December 1900 till the 4th of January 1901. For a description of the 
fragment see Ancient Khotan I, p. 295: "D. iv.3. MS. on paper; 
Brahmi; No. 22. One small fragment from lower right corner of leaf. 
- Note ix. No. 22 [by Dr. Hoernle:] Belongs to a leaf of another MS. 
than the preceding; for paper and script differ. Language: Sanskrit.
